The provincial government is to be 
eommended for projecting a special session 
of the legislature early in July to pass laws 
dealing with the export of natural gas. 

Commendable, too, is the decision to 
make the proposed legislation public 
“within a few days.” 

It is an imperative function of the 
provincial to protect the 
rights of Alberta citizens with regard to 
the enjoyment of a full, cheap and continu- 
ous supply of natural

exercise such control is to some degree in 
dispute. 

Prime Minister St. Laurent has de 
elared that Alberta possesses full right of 
contro!

It is clear, then, that special legislation 
should be framed to establish provincial

If federal authorities then wish to 
challenge the authority of that legislation 
they will have to seek a decision from the 
courts, 

_ And, in any event, the present confused 
situation will be cleared up by judicial 
ruling and everybody will know exactly 
where they stand, ~ ; 

New Alberta legislation should estab- 
lish two definite points, at least 

It should state, first, with utmost em- 
phasis, that the export of natural gas will 
not be permitted to interfere with a com- 
plete, perpetual and economical supply to 
Alberta users. 

It should state, secondly, that if and 
when export is permitted. priority in con- 
cessions will be given to Canadian compan- 
ies over foreign companies and to Alberta 
companies over all others

Better For It 


Editor, Bulletin—As one of nine 
children, five girls, four boys, I 
must truthfully say that we were 
not strangers to physical pun- 
ishment. Both parents were in 
agreement that no punishment 
was to be administered until the 
age of reason and this was de- 
termined when they realized that 
the child in question knew the 


-difference between right and 
wrong. 
My first chastisement- was 


when I had attained the age of 
eight and one-half years, the 
others varied between seven and 
nine. The method of punish- 
ment was invariably the same 
and mother determined when we 
were to be punished and to what 
extent. When we were prepared 
for bed, we ‘were marched to 
father's den, undressed and told 
to lie down on a divan next to 
his desk, mother informed father 
of the misdeed and advised him 
as to how severe a punishment 
we were to be dealt, she then 
stood by while some was being 
administered, always with the 
same instrument which was a 
pieces of rulber atrap, 6 inches

Insofar as IT am concerned, I

My brothers have followed the 
same treatment with their chil- 
dren and my sisters do likewise, 

I might add that these beat- 
ings were given only when de- 
served and both parents were 
in complete agreement, and in 
spite of this form of punishment, 
which seemed cruel at the time, 
neither of us bear any marks, 
and we are all thankful and 
appreciative of the fairness of 
our parents when dealing with 
us.

surface. To antique an object you 
merely brush an “antique glaze” 
over the surface to be antiqued,!

Shiny spots on 
surfaces, or “shiners” 
sometimes called in the trade, can 
be of considerable annoyance es- 
pecially when they appear on what 
is supposed to be a semi-gloss or 
flat painted surface. 

Generally speaking, these spots 
are due to improper brushing or 
over-brushing in the areas where 
the “shiners” show 

If there is only a limited quantity 
of oil in the paint and some areas 
are brushed more than others, the 
oil is brushed out of the paint to 
some extent and comes to the sure 
face. Since it can't get back into 
the paint without stirring, it dries 
near the surface and forms a glossy 
spot or “shiner”, 

Failure to’ keep the paint well 
stirred may also bring this result, 
and another thing must be watched 
is to keep al] edges wet at all 
times. 

If the paint becomes nearly set 
on a lap before the next section 
of the coating is applied, “shiners” 
are likely to develop

On Ink Spots | 


When walnut tables or desks 
have become ink-stained to a de- | 
| gree which does not yield to clean- | 
ing, polishing and waxing, remove 
fall the old finish with paint re-|

If ink stains still show, bleach 
them with oxalic acid in hot satur-

Then rinse the surface thorough- 
ly with clean water, and wait until 
it is perfectly dry before refinish- 
jing. If the surface is not perfectly 
smooth, make it so by the use of 
fine sandpaper.
